School of Journalism Receives Strong 
Endorsement From Univer- 
sity Man. 

Andrew Fuller Drew, a graduate of St. 
Louls University and editor @f the Fleur- 
de-Lis, the university pap®r,. commended 
the Pulitzer School of Journalism in ring- 
ing terms before the’ National College E4- 
itors’ Association at the Hall of Con- 
gresees this morning. 

Mr. Drew said the school was a splendid- 
ly-conceived institution and that it would 
be rich in achievements. 

He said that all the objections raised to 
it had been dissipated by Mr. Pulitzer’s 
able answer to these objections in a recent 
number of the North American Review. 

“There are 109,000 lawyers in the United 
States,’ said Mr. Drew. ‘“‘They are grad- 
uated from 109 law achools. There are 
38,000 journalists in the United States and 
they have not had any school at all until 
now, when Mr. Pulitzer has established 
the Pulitzers School of Journalism at Co- 
lumbia University. 

“Yet the 38,000 journalists of the Ynited 


| States wield a much greater powe 


than 
| the 109,000 lawyers, and their influence 
pis incalculably greater than that of the 
lawyers. 


| “In fact, the power of the 38,000 jour- 
nalists in the United States is greater 
than that of all the members of all other 
professions. Yet the journalist is the 
\Only professional who does not graduate 
out of a preparatory school regularly es- 
tablished and maintained for the pur- 

pose of fitting him for his work

Dr. Hicks to Lecture. 


Irl R. Hicks of weather prophecy fame, 
wlil lecture at Marvin Memorial Methodist 
Church, Twelfth and Sidney streets, on the 
subject of the weather and its relation to 
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Writes of the Corwin H. Spencer on 
the Matter of Life-Saving 
Equipment. 


To the Bditor of the Post-Dispatch. 

“The steamers Corwin H. Spencer and 
City of Providence are the best equipped 
steamers on the western waters, for two 
reasons: First, the efficers in command 
desire to give the very best facilities to the 
public for safety and comfort; second, the 
United States government inspectors at 
the port of St. Louis are more than zealous 
in their duties. They inspect our boats 
from one-to three times a week to see if 
our life equiment and fire apperatus are in 
thorough working order. 

“The gteamer Corwin H. Spencer. of 
which I am master, measures to carry, 
according to law. $571 people. I could 
demand an excursion permit for that 
number if I so desired, but for the com- 
fort of the general public the City of 
Providence and the Corwin H. Spencer, 
two of the largest excursidén boats in the 
world, have ofly asked’ permits to 
carry 2000 passengers oe. 

“For a permit of 2000 assengers, we 
are compelled to carry 2000 life floats. I 
desire to state Most emphatically that 
we have on board the Corwin H. Spencer 
1800 floats over and above the 2000 re- 
quires by law. I also have on the Corwin 
i. Spencer two extra life-boats and six 
extra water barrels over and above the 
required number, and 120 fire. buckets 
more than are required. I have an auto- 
matic pump that on a second's notice 
can flood the boat. We have 10 sections 
of hose on different parts of the boat 
thut are ready for instant use. 

We do not permit any alcohol or inflam- 
mable materials on the boat—do not even 
permit our night watchman to fill or trim 
his lamps on it, our ollroom for this pur- 
pose being on the wharfboat. We have 
no cloests, cupboards or storerooms where 
any combustible is stored on the boat. 

“Our excursion permit requires that 
the master shall have 12 competent men 
organized to act with epomennees in alarm 
and said men must be drilled once a week. 
I have 26 first-class capable river men, all 
well driliel, who know theif positions in- 
stanty in case of fire or danger. 

‘The excursion boats at the city of St. 
Louis are five feet above the water's edge, 
and there i# not a spot in the Mississippi 
river that the steamers Corwin Spencer 
aml City of Providence could not reach and 
make a landing in five minsites, where the 
water would only two or three feet 
deep. Consequently there is no chance for 
a deplorable disaster such as occurred in

THE DEMOCRATIC OPPORTUNITY. 

Democratic opportunity is thrown on the screen in large 
letters by the Roosevelt convention. The distrust and dislike 
of Mr. Roosevelt and his rough-riding methods are so manifest 
among the delegates that it is the conspicuous feature of the 
gathering. It is voiced by all who are attending the convention 
except Mr. Roosevelt’s chosen lieutenants and favorites. 

What is called harmony by the Republican cheer-makers is 
merely sullen submission to the absolute bossism of the man 
who has gathered into his own hands the reins of party power 
and is driving to suit himself. The disposition is to let him 
drive and see what comes of his driving. Most of those who 
are watching the driving expect a crash. 

The big party bosses—the strong leaders who were able to 
handle delegations, lead conventions and inspire the rank and 
file with courage and confidence, such as Hanna, Quay, McMil- 
lan, Davis, have passed away. A few old leaders, like Platt, 
linger reluctant on the stage, too feeble to resist the strenuous 
one. So Mr. Roosevelt has grasped the power and is using it 
relentlessly. 

Most of the delegates who vote under Mr. Roosevelt’s 
orders are opposed to him. He does not represent Republican 
ideals. The Republicans do not know what to expect of him. 
They know he is for Roosevelt first, last and all the time, and 
that the party’s interests do not count with him. He is 
making himself bigger than the party and is running away 
with it. 

But while Mr. Roosevelt does not suit the Republicans and 
keeps them in a state of fear, the special interests which make 
up tae party’s principal support are taken care of.

The party “stands 
pat” on the extreme protection of the Dingley tariff schedules. 
When the railroads demanded that La Follette of Wisconsin 
who advocates a cause clearly just and in the interests of thé 
people, be thrown out of the convention, the national 
committee did the work. The platform as outlined in advance 
hurts no special interest. 

The truth is that Mr. Roosevelt is willing to let the special 
interests have what they want if that does not interfere with 
what he wants. If he is free to play to galleries and to push 
his own imperialistic hobbies, the special interests can take 
what they please.. Glory and expediency express the Roose- 
veltian idea. Anything for success and the opportunity to play 
with the army and navy and to swing the “big stick.” 

Thére is no appeal in Roosevelt to the plain people who 
make up the mass of the voters of both parties. His appeal is 
i the jingoes and his party’s appeal is to the leaders of the 
big interests which profit through governmental favor. 

The plain people, who do not look to the government for 
favors, but for security, order and justice, want something bet- 
ter than Mr. Roosevelt offers; they want an honest and economi- 
cal government in the hands of wise, sane, conservative men.

People are still wondering as to the mo- 
tives which led the successful mayor of 
Baltimore to commit suicide just after he 
had married the woman of his choice, 
whom he pad courted for seven years. 

Yesterday's paper told the stories of a 
young wife who killed herself and her 
husband, whom she suspected of neglect- 
ing her, and of a jilted lover who drank 
in. poison the health of his recreant 
eswectheart and fell dead at her wedding 
feast. 

There have been numberless other trag- 
edies of late due to the working of that 
passion which, if we judge it by these 
results, should be deemed the most unten- 
der of all. And these, and all the love 
tragedies which have happened since the 
beginning of time, prove the importance 
of not being in earrest—that is, not too 
mucii in earnest—when one falls in love. 
It is the persuns who take their pleasures 
sudiy, their love aftairs seriously, who ure 
apt to develop suicidal or homicidal ten- 
dencies when things g0 wrong. 

Of course, some people would claim that 
they are naturally’ of such deep, tender, 
earnest disposition as to preclude the 
taking their affairs of the heart in any 
other way. 


NOT BEING EARNEST. 


| But as a matter of fact the tragic at- 
titude is largely oné of cultivation. It Is 
possible ay’ well as advisable for every one 
in love 49 realize that, however charming 
and absorbing the beloved object, there 
was a time when one got along very well 
without him or her, and that if necessary 
one might do it again. 


To admit that all our hopes, joys and 
interests are centered in another human 
being is to confess that we are nothing 
in ourselves—an admission that the hum- 
blest lover, man or woman, would be 
scarcely willing to make. 


There are times, to be sure, in the lives 
of most men and women when it really 
seems as if *hey are thus absolutely de- 
pendent on others. They vow, protest that 
the world without the beloved object would 
be a dreary desert. And it is well enough 
to do ao. provided in their innermost hearts 
they know It isn’t so. There is an intel- 
lectual life, Hved by all men and women 
who think and read, which many submit 
to the temporary influence of another 
mind, but is never owned by it.

Certain Milwaukee studies led to the con- 
@lusion that boys are taller than giris till 
the 12th year and heavier till the 18th, but 
from 13 to 15 girls are botlytaller and heav- 
fer. Afterward. the boys’ exceed in both 
height and weight, and girls almost cease to 
grow at 17. 

Swedish boys grow heavy fastest through 
the aixteenth and part of the seventeenth 

year. They reach the maximum rate of 
growth in pbeight from the fifteenth to the 
seventeenth year, and pass American boys 
fn height and weight in the mineteenth 
year. 

There are many opinions as to the age 
at which growth in height stops. Dr. Ed- 
@ard Hitchcock, who measures Amherst 
students, insists that growth continues up 
te twenty-eix years—“whether longer or 
mot, our data do not show.” 

Dr. Beyer writes that in a list of height 
@vereges based upon 8000 recruits, it ap- 
pears that while there is no increase from 
twenty-four to twenty-five (nearest birth- 
Gay) there is an increment of one-tenth of 
an inch at the twenty-sixth year. He says 
he knows that exercise has been followed 
by a very Wiight increase in height at a 
Jato period tn life, and suggests that if 
poor personal hygiene or bad conditions 
prevented men from attaining predestined 
heights during the usual periods of growth 


“may cause a reawakening of dormant, un- 
developed centers and in this manner aid 
nature in making up for lost opportuni- 
ties at a later period than is usual.” 

“Is the race or are Americans growing?” 

Dr. Anderson, physical instructor of Yale, 
thinks the Yale men of today average near- 
ly am inch taller than those of 20:years ago, 
also that they are heavier and more mus- 
cular. Mr. Goldie, for #4 years gymnastic 
director at Princeton, says thet 30 years 
ago the average student was 6 feet 7% 
inches tall and weighed about 140 pounds, 
whereas today the average student is half 
an inch to an inch taller and weighs not 
less tham 145 pounds. 

Prof. P. C. Phillips of Amherst thinks the 
young women of our colleges are ‘almost 
certafnly an inch taller and four or five 
pounds heavier than they were 10 years 
ago,”’ and that “the young man of today 
is taller and heavier than the man pre- 
vious to 1894.”’ 

The average height of the American sol- 
dier is 6 feet 7% inches in his stockings. 
He is both heavier and taller and has larg- 
er chest measure tham the soldier of any 
other country save only Scandinavia, 

Cooking a Ham. 

There are 23 ways of cooking a ham, 
but probably the best way is that. of 
‘Dick’ Tonjes. To make a man’s mouth 
water give him an invitation to a Smith- 
held ham dinner. According to Tonjes, this 
joint of the Virginia razor-back, fed on the 
rich mast of the Blue Ridge forests, frult 
of the oak, chestnut, hickory, beech and 
chinkapin, with an occasional fcast of 
corn, is to be boiled three or four hours 
in plain water. The juice makes a fine 
liguor to which must be added, a short 
time before lifting the pot off the fire, a 
quart of fine sherry. Baking in the oven 
is optional. The Smithfield ham is very 
dry, ordinarily, and baking does not im- 
prove it. Hat it hot-—every bit of it—as 
sool as it comes out of the liquor, if you 
want perfection. Berve with it some boiled 
horseradish. Slice the root into very thin 
shavings and boil in a saucepan. 


The genuine Smithfield is worth about 27 
cents a pound. There are many imitations, 
eo be careful in buying. Like wine, the 
ham improves with age. Beef and mutton 
deterioriate. A man with 100 Smithfield’s 
in his cellar has a treasure. If they are 
% years old he has 100 treasures, each 
worth its weight in gold. The hogs were 
not only properly fed, but the meat was 
cured in the highest style of the art. The 
hams were smoked many months over a 
smothered fire of hickory chips, and the 
outside is nearly as black as a Halifax 
County negro. The flavor may be described 
as mutty. It is said there are other hame 
as good as the Smithfield, but not the gen- 
vine old-style Smithfield. The ordinary 
hum of commerce is hardy fit to eat, with 
its three inches of more or less diseased 
blubber. The razor-back is a healthy ath- 
lete; the packing house product is an in- 
ert monster of forced fat.—New York 
Press.

There are several ways of preserving 
furred garments from inroads of moths 
during the hot months of an American 
summer. The old-fashioned method of 
storing furs with pungent chemicals ne- 
cessitates their having a great deal of 
airing to remove the smell of the 4ijsin- 
fectants used, which some people find high- 
ly objectionable. 

The modern way of keeping furs is 
simply their “cold storage.”’ They are not 
rolled up to be creased and rendered filab- 
by, but are allowed to hang free and at 
full length in cold storage vaults. whére 
the thermometer never gets above the 
freezing point and averages about & de. 
grees Fahrenheit all the year round. 
Tt is asserted that an atmosphere cold 
enough to kill moths ‘gives fresh life to 
—_ making them more silky and bril- 
lant, and almost as fluffy as they were 
when the fur-bearing animals froth which 
they were taken were alive. It is also 
true that many of the animals bearing the 
most prised pelts, seals, sable, ermine, 
white fox, etc., live in or near the frigid 
gone.
